/ 1. Direct cr *r/;,:fG Hsiang-Chu (bom 17 July 1903 in China) and 

' *WABO Hsiao-ta (born 1 Deoeabor 1917 in China) of the CHIKA HAT I ORAL 
METALS IMPORT CCRVORATIOH (CHMIC), Bern#, Svitierland, were guests 
Sohenke 'a Deutsche China-Oeeellachaft (DOG) In Hamburg from 
18 to^RMTor ember 1959. After ltaving Hamburg the Chinese visitor* 
oalled on eeveral firns in the Ruhr area. They were accompanied by 
Volf Sohenke on at l east part of the oalle v notably to the KBtJPP 
firm in Steen and the PHOEZfl X-BHETKROHR AG. The Chinese also 
reportedly met Arthur UTA0 in the Ruhr area. A oopy of the Hamburg 
hotel registration slip, shoving the signatures of the two Chinese, 
is eaolosed for Chief, PE. An intelligence report (RCO- 57 ) on the 
' visit of the Chino s u tc Hanburg and the Ruhr was forvarded in 
Reference. (Per jlOB: Ton were inadvertently left off distribution 

of Reference} however the essentials are repeated in this dispatch.) 

2. According to a DCC circular letter dated 17 Hovember, the 
two Vangs vers accompanied by *HSu Tan-ehu, also of CHMIC, on their 
tour of the Federal Republic which reportedly lasted from 15 October 
to 5 for ember 1956. According to the DCG bulletin, Director Vang 
wanted to obtain % personal impression of .the capabilities of the 
leading firms in the Osman iron and steel Industry in view of the 
large requirements China will allegedly have for these produote in 
the owning year, The bulletin also reported that in the first elx 
months of 1956, Director Vang made purchases in the Federal Republic 
amounting to about 165 million DM. 

3. CAHELM reported that Sohenke 1 a chief oont&ot in Berne 
appeared to be Director Vang of CHMIC and that Wang was probably 
Sohenke •* contact man, and source of funds, for the Chinese 
Communist regime, CAKELK* e report was baaed on remarks of a German 
eeourity official, who told CAHELH that Sohenke was shadowed in 
Berne and was found to be contaoting the CHMIC off ice. almost 
exclusively. 

4« The DCG nor reportedly receives substantial financial 
support from Otto SCULLING, well-known Hamburg East-West metals 
trader, and Director liUTZ cf the KRTJPP firm in Essen as a result 
of Vang*# negotiating business with these firms in the company of 
Sohenke. Schenko apparently set up a meeting in Hamburg between
